Winston Churchill, won today an 
emphatic vote of confidence from 
tile most critical house of commons 
he has ever faced after telling it 
"we have every reason to believe 
we shall be successful in liolding 
the Nile valley, Suez and Malta.” 


Winston Churchill also disclosed 
that nearly 500,000 imperial soldiers 
stand guard against the axis in the 
middle-east and that Britain ex­ 
pects enough new American mer­ 
chant ships to see her through 1942 
in the battle of the Atlantic. 


The Prime Minister disclosed that 
General Sir Archibald Waved, Brit­ 
ish Middle East Commander, "has 
under his orders at the present mo­ 
ment nearly half a million men.” 
Churchill said he has “received 
assurances of Hie construction of 
merchant 
ships 
by 
the 
United 
States which, added to our own 
large program of new building and 
repair, should see us through 1942,” 


After Lloyd George criticized For­ 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden for 
withholding the fact “that Turkey 
allowed 
German 
ships 
to 
pass 
through Bosporus into the 
Dar­ 
danelles” 
to seize Greek 
islands. 
Churchill said “Turkey not being a 
belligerent had no right to prevent 
merchant vessels (rom going through 
the Dardanelles. 
The Prime Minister added that 
“Turkey” had no right whatsoever 
to stop German troops from going 
through tile Dardanelles. 
To do 
so would be to quit their neutral­ 
ity."

The British Middle East command 
announced that imperial troops had 
regained control of the vital Mosul- 
Haifa oil pipeline in Iraq and de­ 
clared that Iraqi forces which have 
been besieging the air base at Lake 
Habbaniyah for five days were with­ 
drawing. 
A Royal Air force communique 
said that Iraqis who had captured 
a post along the Mosul oil line,

At the big Habbaniyah airport, 60 
miles west of Baghdad, the situation 
was described official as much easier 
following the withdrawal of part of 
the Iraqis from highland positions 
to the south. 
Many of the guns which the native 
troops had been pounding the base 
with were reported silenced yester­ 
day by repeated RAJU bombard­ 
ments. 


Moscow announced that Joseph 
Stalin had at last cast off his cloak 
of official anonymity to become pre­ 
mier of Soviet Russia. 
Political observers were uncertain 
of the significance of this move,, 
but expressed doubt that it signalled 
any important change in Russia's 
foreign policy or a modification of 
her relations with Germany,

In its new order, th*’ Army gave 
no indication of the number of men 
who will be called for induction out 
of tile 18,967 men ordered up for 
examinations.

James Heads “Mobili­ 
zation’’ Conference 
Today 


Ira Y. Baker. Adams county sup­ 
erintendent of schools; Lloyd C. 
Keefauver, superintendent of pub­ 
lic schools in Gettysburg; Borough 
Councilman Clyde D. Berger as the 
borough’s 
official 
representative; 
Carl Baum, of the Gettysburg, Times, 
and Floyd Chalfont of the Waynes­ 
boro Record-Herald, were among 
the community officials and repre­ 
sentatives who gathered in the for­ 
um of the State Educational build­ 
ing at Harrisburg this afternoon to 
take direct action on a campaign 
designed to make this state “the 
arsenal of America.’’ 
The “mobilization" conference of 
the state Council of Defense, head­ 
ed by Governor Arthur H. James, is 
being participated in by members 
of the Senate and House at Harris­ 
burg who cut regular legislative ses­ 
sions short to attend the rally. 
First Conference 
Today’s conference is the first of 
its kmd held oq the question of de­ 
fense since World War days 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
The 1,800-seat ca­ 
pacity of the forum was taxed by 
citizens from all parts of the state. 
The defense council assigned to 
Paul V. McNutt, federal security ad­ 
ministrator, the honor of making 
the keynote speech. 
Sharing, the 
program with him were Governor 
James, Dr. Amaud C. Marts, di­ 
rector of the council, and Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Samuel S. Lewis, 
The council was created by the 
1941 legislature to stimulate Penn­ 
sylvania’s national defense produc­ 
tion and to coordinate all local ef­ 
forts directed at the safety of the 
state and nation. 
Dr. Marts declared today "civilian 
morale” is the foremost problem in 
the campaign to build up this state’s 
preparedness. 
Civilian Morale Important 
“This matter of civilian morale 
is at the very core of the program.” 
In this connection, he warned 
against "fifth columnists who with­ 
hold co-operation deliberately’* but 
added that “there are sixth column­ 
ists—sleepy or stupid souls who Just 
won t wake up.” 
“Your civilian morale program 
will need to wake the sixth column­ 
ists out of their day dreams,” he 
told the assembly. “When 10,000,000 
Pennsylvanians are waked up and 
on fire, they can perform and carry 
through any program under hea­ 
ven.” 
He said the council will Issue spe­ 
cial bulletins soon on the relation 
of public health to defense, recrea­ 
tion, welfare and consumers’ inter­ 
ests, and on an emergency fire­ 
fighting plan.

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British Soldiers Evacuated From Greece 
Hank Hands in His Uniform 
soma have gladdened the honey 
bee. 
Advanced blooming has been rn 
boon to the bee, says the Bureau of 
Plant Industry In the state AgrlcuL 
ture department. 
Throughout April the bees begin 
to bring nectar and pollen Into the 
hive to build up the colony making 
more bees to handle the main honey 
crop later in the season. 
The bureau points out that during 
the first warm days of spring bees 
gather nectar and pollen from the 
alder, willow, maple, dandelion and 
fruit bloom, and any location with­ 
out these “is unsuitable for m ain­ 
taining bees at a profit.*’ 
The principal crop of commercial 
honey is gathered by the bees be- 
tween mid-May and the first of 
July, the bureau says. The surplus 
honey during that period comes 
chiefly from clovers, basswood, tulips 
and locust. 
Honey gathered during the early 
season lack the flavor of later prod­ 
ucts, but is suitable for feeding the 
young bees. 
Under normal condi­ 
tions a colony of 15,000 bees will 
develop into a cluster of 50,000 to 
gather the big flow later in the 
season.

AN ALOHA VET AGAIN 
C S. LURLINE, home-bound—Two 
^ years ago, when I first came 
to Hawaii, all was anticipation.

I returned 
to get the lei that I threw over­ 
board as the S. S. Lurline slowly 
steamed away from the cheers of 
a crowded balcony, with the strains 
of the Royal Hawaiian Band playing 
out its final Aloha, and heading 
back to San Francisco. Upon this 
return visit, however, tile band in 
my heart started playing: “Happy 
Days Are Here again!” 
The weeks of this second visit 
were all too short. Weeks in Hawaii 
I believe, are actually shorter than 
at any other spot in all this wide, 
war-torn world! But there are such 
glorious compensations. One thing 
Memories. 
Memories 
of 
flowered 
fragrance that never quite leave 
one. 
Snowy-like 
clouds, 
forever 
bathing the brows of volcanic moun 
tains. Rainbows arching the valleys, 
with the warm sunlight in the lower 
lands. Floating poems, as one might 
say. 
Memories of invisible, gentle flow­ 
ing hands, spelling beauty in the 
mystic air, and lips moving to the 
rhythm of graceful Hawaiian Hula 
dancers—colorful, enchanting, and 
writing happy songs upon the night 
air. 
People who come to Hawaii with 
an open mind, and a hungry heart, 
searching only for the good and 
beautiful, and who drink at every 
point furnishing It. never leave dis­ 
appointed. 
Hawaii is a perfect place for one 
who comes to find himself—after 
having been so long lost in the 
world. A place in which to gain 
spiritual refreshment, and to recover 
many a lost illusion. 
I see something very beautiful, 
and enduring, in the Hawaiian way 
of life. That which was bom upon 
these islands, centuries ago, was 
something more than a mere race 
of gentle, kindly folk. These islands 
have inherited a precious legacy 
from that race that nothing can 
ever efface.

Lindbergh 


Regardless of Attitude 
Now, He Made a 
Flying Record 


(From the N. Y. Dally News) 
In the primitive days of mall fly­ 
ing, Lindbergh was so daring a mall 
flier that he had to bail out four 
times In pea-soup fog over dan­ 
gerous terrain. 
The 
33-hour 
New 
York-Paris 
flight May 
20-21, 
1927, 
was no 
flying fool’s leap in the dark. It 
was made in a Ryan monoplane 
whose construction was supervised 
by Lindbergh; and it was preceded 
by a test flight from San Diego to 
New York which beat the then solo 
transcontinental record. 
In 1924, Lindbergh was graduated 
from Brooks Field at or near the 
head of his class. He was one of 
the only four men in that class des­ 
ignated as fit for 
pursuit 
plane 
flying. 
In the year following the Paris 
flight, 
Lindbergh 
made 
expertly 
navigated air tours of the United 
States and good will flights to Mexi­ 
co, Central America, South America 
and the West Indies. He followed 
this up by mapping most of the 
present 
routes 
of 
Pan-American 
Airways. He has been for years 
technical adviser to Pan-American 
and TWA. 
With his wife, the former Anne 
Morrow, Lindbergh in 
1931 
flew 
"north to the Orient,” meaning to 
Japan via Canada, Alaska and Si­ 
beria, a sensational achievement for 
those days. In 1933, the flying Lind­ 
bergh made what amounted to a 
world tour by airplane. 
After Lindbergh had made Gov­ 
ernment-chaperoned inspections of 
the Russian and German air forces, 
he reported that the Russian air 
force was greatly overrated, and 
that the German air force was very 
strong and growing more so. This 
made all 
the 
Russia-lovers and 
many of the liberals in this country 
hopping mad. 
They didn’t get any 
less mad when Lindbergh Durned 
out to have been right about the 
German air force. It ivas then that 
the attempts to smear him as a 
traitor bought with a Hitler medal 
had their birth. * * * He is a 
flying wizard, a master in all de­ 
partments of aviation. Maybe he’s 
too old (39) for combat flying, but 
he would be invaluable on some big 
desk job connected with our air 
forces in time of war.

Wirt said th a t details 
are now being worked out as to how 
to use the planes to the best 
ad­ 
vantage. 
It is believed that airplane patrol 
will be very helpful in locating for­ 
est fires, especially in the sections 
where unsatisfactory tower observat­ 
io n conditions exist on clays of poor 
visibility as a result of haziness or 
dense clouds of smoke, also in areas 
not under direct observation by the 
tower observers.

When we go further, however, and 
try to put a finger on the exact 
crisis lie has in view’ we should 
move cautiously, for the mind of the 
Muscovite sphinx is a closed book 
excepting as he resorts to action. 
Still, there are several logical pos­ 
sibilities. 
to the fore the growing tension 
between the axis and the United 
States. 
Stalin sees W ashington's stiffened 
attitude, as evidenced by such de­ 
velopments as Secretary of War 
55liaison’s plea for use of our Navy 
to guarantee the success of the aid- 
to-B ritain program. The communist 
leader notes the nazi announcem ent 
that it is preparing to increase 
munitions production on the as­ 


sumption that there is a possibility 
America may enter the war. 
Maybe he too believes th at tile 
United States may get into the con­ 
flict. I don’t know that. He wouldn't 
be the chief of all the Russias how­ 
ever, if he didn’t, have the foresight 
I to prepare for such a contingency. 
! T hat event would completely alter 
the complexion of the war. and would 
be bound to have a profound effect 
i on the Soviet union. 
There is another matter which 
is of vast concern to 8 ta Un. 
That is Germany's thrust Into 
what Russia considers her pre­ 
serves in the lower Balkans and 
on the Dardanelles, and the In­ 
dications that Hitler may strike

Then there have been signs that, 
Hitler is again looking with specula­ 
tive eyes on Russia's Ukraine.

which they lack. H itler’s first move 
in that direction would mean war 
with the bolshevists. 
And there is still another pos­ 
sibility. Hitler is reported to be 
applying the heat to Japan to 
force her to make war on Brit­ 
ain and the United States in 
the Far East, to create a diver­ 
sion for the benefit of the Eu­ 
ropean 
conflict. 
Stalin 
can’t 
overlook that situation, which is 
full of dynamite for him. 
Is Hie bolshevist chief thinking of 
sending Iris great arm y into action? 
It would be raw'll to take that for 
granted, as I sec the position.

Is fair to assume, however, that he 
envisages that possibility and is get­ 
ting set to meet the crisis if

when it develops.
